From 
among  the  hopefuls  Coach  Strycker  picked  the  boys  who  were  to  make  up  the  varsity  for  this  season. 

The  team  entered  the  schedule  in  high  gear  only  to  find  that  one  of  the  players  was  ineligible 
for  a  short  time.  After  this  was  cleared  up  the  boys  went  on  to  finish  the  season  with  a  slate  of  11 
wins;   10  losses  and   1  forfeit,   (including  tournament  games). 

Statistics  on  the  team  reveal  the  average  weight  as  153.4  lbs.;  average  height — 5'10V2";  total 
offensive  points — 741;  average  points  per  game — 34.1;  total  defensive  points — 799;  average  op- 
ponents points — 36.3. 

In  the  Corner  Conference  the  Panthers  turned  in  a  record  of  two  victories  and  three  losses. 

The  County  Tourney  found  the  team  eliminated  in  first  game  by  Wolf  Lake.  In  the  Sectional 
the  Panthers  came  from  behind  in  two  games  to  eliminate  Rome  City  and  Ligonier.  This  pitted 
a  greatly  encouraged  Avilla  team  against  a  determined  Albion  quintet  who  finally  came  out  on 
top  to  end  the  '48  season  for  the  Panthers.

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SlXXy  TEAR  REVIEW 

In  1888  when  the  first  graduating  class  of  the  Avilla  High  School  filed  from  their  classrooms 
for  the  last  time  they  probably  gave  little  thought  as  to  how  far  or  how  rapidly  their  alma  mater 
would  advance  in  the  future.  But  as  time  passed  on  perhaps  they,  and  the  classes  following  them, 
wondered  a  Httle  now  and  then  just  what  kind  of  a  place  their  school  has  become.  It  is  a  well-known 
fact  that  the  best  way  to  judge  any  institution  is  by  its  products,  in  this  case  senior  boys  arid  girls. 
We,  the  sixtieth  graduating  class  of  the  Avilla  High  School,  will  endeavor  to  present  some  statistics 
on  the  previous  graduating  classes  in  order  to  show  in  what  direction  the  Avilla  High  School  of 
1948  is  moving. 

The  following  figures,  some  of  which  may  not  be  entirely  accurate,  nevenheless,  are  authentic 
enough  for  all  practical  purposes. 

The  largest  graduating  class  was  the  one  of  1947  and  had  an  enrollment  of  forty-nine.  The 
smallest  class  was  in  1891  and  consisted  of  only  one  student.  There  were  three  years  in  which  there 
were  no  graduating  classes.  The  average  enrollment  of  all  the  senior  classes  has  consisted  of  slightly 
more  than  fourteen  students. 

A  total  of  799  pupils  have  received  diplomas,  393  boys  and  406  girls.  The  girls  have  out- 
numbered the  boys  in  24  of  the  classes  while  the  boys  were  predominant  in  22  of  the  classes  with 
10  ties. 

This  ought  to  settle  for  all  time  all  questions  as  to  which  sex  is  more  intelligent.  In  the  last 
27  years  starting  with  1921  there  have  been  twenty  girl  valedictorians  to  only  seven  boy  valedic- 
torians, a  ratio  of  almost  three  to  one.  Only  once  in  the  history  of  the  school  was  there  a  tie  for 
valedictory  honors  when  three  pupils,  all  girls  of  course,  had  identical  averages.  Does  this  mean 
that  girls  have  more  brains  than  boys,  work  harder,  or  get  by  on  their  good  looks? 

Of  the  406  female  alumni,  268,  or  about  66  percent,  have  married  and  become  housewives. 
The  other  34  percent,  though,  are  still  engaged  in  running  down  and  trapping  a  prospective  hus- 
band so  don't  give  up  hope  on  their  behalf. 

The  most  common  vocation  among  the  male  graduates  seems  to  be  some  form  of  industry. 
One  hundred  fifty-two,  or  nearly  39  percent,  of  the  male  seniors  chose  this  line  of  work.  Agriculture 
took  only  17  percent  into  its  fold.  This  may  seem  like  an  extremely  small  number  but  in  recent 
years  the  enticements  of  urban  life  have  been  so  great  that  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  graduates 
have  taken  up  farming  as  a  permanent  occupation.  Close  behind  agriculture  comes  the  number  of 
students  going  to  college.  Sixty-six  of  the  graduates  have  chosen  to  continue  their  education  in  some 
institution  of  higher  learning.  An  even  sixty  alumni  are  engaged  in  some  type  of  business  for  them- 
selves. A  fairly  high  percentage  of  Avilla  graduates  have  taken  extensive  training  of  some  type 
and  entered  the  professional  fields.  Nearly  10  percent  of  the  male  alumni  have  taken  up  occupations 
that  require  long  training  such  as  doctors,  dentists,  and  engineers.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  20 
teachers  have  emerged  from  the  Avilla  High  School.  Five  of  these  20  teachers  are  women.  Included 
among  the  remaining  educators  are  three  college  professors,  two  school  principals,  and  one  county 
superintendent.  There  are  57  graduates  working  at  miscellaneous  jobs  that  range  from  plant  bac- 
teriologists to  governesses.  A  much  grimmer  note  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  54  members  of  the 
Avilla  High  School  Alumni  have  died. 

As  proof  that  the  alumni  are  still  interested  in  our  school  is  that  more  than  a  third  of  the 
information  requesting  notices  were  returned.  In  addition  to  this  the  alumni  who  purchased 
PANTHERS  had  been  out  of  school  for  an  average  of  fourteen  and  one-half  years. 

Furthermore,  Avilla  has  no  alumni  in  insane  asylums,  poorhouses,  county  farms,  reform  schools, 
or  congress.
